Independent claims 1,11 and 17 are allowed because the prior art record fails to 
teach a scheduler, scheduling method, or computer program product for 
implementing scheduling with a first indicator for counting the number of flows 
being chained to a physical entry, a second indicator for indicating when the first 
indicator is saturated, and during de-chaining of flows, using the second indicator 
to determine when the first indicator is accurate to anticipate the end of a chain of 
flows.
